CONTACT PERSON FOR CATHOLIC PARISH & CEMETERY RECORDS 
For those searching for parish and cemetery records in the Archdiocese of St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
the contact person is Patrick Anzeie. Archives Assistant, who presented a discussion at a Dakota 
County Genealogical Sociely on the types of records available for genealogists, such as baptismal, birth, 
confirmation, marriage, death, and burial, typically kept by the various parishes in the diocese. Many of 
these records are now available only through the Archdiocese, and they are well worth researching as 
many church records, not only the Catholic ones, predate the vital records kept by governmental units. 
Please note that an appointment is necessary to access these records, and the repository of the 
Archdiocese is located across from the Cathedral in St. Paul.

For aa example, the following obituaries for my|grandfather gives a good bit of history, but they also 
furn am ^ ™ inaccuracies as well. For example, the obituary in The Faribault Daily News says “His 
, pri 1 ^. 531 f' Caester ®> father and mother came with their parents to this county from Racine, Wis., in 
So4. when d should have said “came with their childr en ”. In none of the obituaries is there mention 
ot his land holdings m Canada, which included one whole section there. Another error to be found in 
die obituaries says William was one of four children when there actually were five: Job Jeffries, William 
Frederick, Anne Maria, jEdward (Ned) Clarence], and Mary who died young and was buried on the 
, h ” me ® tea f- ° nI 7 one o^tuary mentions that William cleared the land in Cannon City and only says 
Mr. Chester early in life went into the wood business, in which he was very successful_” 

But at the same time, look how much family history is contained in these obituaries: complete name; 
_ 11 .“ P lace and date; to whom, when and where married; date, place and cause of death; places of 
residence; names of his children and spouses of] the married daughters; where children resided at the 
time of his death; age when he came to Minnesota Territory; living conditions in the ar ea when he 
arrived with his parents; etc. Many old obituaries also contain a listing of siblings, both living and 
deceased- if a lis ting of pallbearers is given, often they will include relatives as well as friends and even 
where they fived. Sometimes you wall find a description of the deceased, including character traits. 

So it is necessary to examine all extant obituaries to compare the information given and then to 
compare what they contain with what you have previously gathered from other sources. If an obituary 
is your only source of information, use that as a guide for further research to confirm what is given. It 
may be that an older obituary contains only the name, date of death, possibly the place and little else.

SOME DRAKE FAMILY HISTORY 

Previously I wrote concerning the importance of saving old fa mily letters. Unfortunately, future 
historians and genealogists, because of modem technology including cell phones and e.mail, will no 
longer have this treasure trove of written information to draw upon. Ii is therefore important that we 
record not only the information which has been handed down to us, but to compile a written iecord. of 
what is happe ning in our families now. I am in the process of compiling past information and stories 
on my husband s and my families so that our children, grandchildren and great-grandchildren will 
havea.sense ofjfom-.where our. families have come and what they accomplished-to give them a 
foundation on which to chart their goals and place in the scheme of things. 

This time I shall expand on some of the Drake family history which was spoken of brieuy in Gave Those 
Old Family Letters . I will first give some background on the Drake line from which my husband Richard 
Herkenratt descends before continuing on the importance of the f amily in the history of Rice County s 
early settlement.

journey. He also conducted a post office here called the Chester Post Office, although the Chester 
holdings were across the road to the east. Edwin remained on this homestead until 1863 when he 
bought the farm now designated The E. S. Drake Farm on the National Register of Hisfdrie Places, from 
Ins mothei, Ruth Bon Drake, then a widow. He remained on this farm until 1882 when he moved to 
Cascade where he was an owner in the Cascade Mill, but after two years in the milling business, he
